Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment (37 CFR 1.121) 

Applicant's election of "Group A", filed 5/14/02 is acknowledged. 
Applicant appears, however, to have misunderstood the intent of the 
restriction action. Applicant was not required to elect either group 
A or B. The requirement was for an election of species, i.e., an 
embodiment of the invention of the single group consisting of all 
Claims 1-12, for examination. 

Applicant is required to elect either: an inhibitor of T cells or 
an inhibitor of B cells from Group A, and either: a preventive or 
therapeutic agent of an autoimmune disease, rejection of organ 
transplantation, or allergy from Group B. Applicant is further 
required to list all claims readable on the elected species. 
Currently claims 1 and 4-11 are generic.
